In conformity with amendments to the Code of Virginiamade by Chapter 924 of the 2000 Acts of
the Assembly, the Boards of Nursing and Medicine have amended sections 10, 80, 90 and 120 of its
regulations for licensed nurse practitioners with prescriptive authority to iminate referencesto the

approved formulary of drugs.
